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China  and  the  World  War 


Many  times  has  the  question  been 
asked  as  to  how  China  came  to  enter 
the  world  war,  and  many  and  varied 
have  been  the  answers.  But  the  true 
answer  should  be,  I  believe,  simply  this: 
China  entered  the  war  because  she  was 
advised  to  do  so  by  the  United  States. 
More  than  one  half  of  the  Chinese  peo- 
ple took  the  attitude  that  the  war  was 
a  European  war,  in  no  way  concerning 
China,  and  from  which  China  could  ex- 
pect no  benefit.  The  chief  minister 
of  the  United  States  at  Pekin  thought 
differently,  however,  and  insisted  that 
the  Chinese  Government  follow  his  ad- 
vice.       Then  China  entered  the  war. 

What  did  China  do  during  the  war? 
It  is  well  before  answering  this  to  re- 
member that  China  has  only  a  very 
small  army  and  practically  no  navy. 
During  the  latter  part  of  1916,  at  the 
request  of  the  Allied  Powers,  over  130, 
000  Chinese  laborers  were  sent  to  Great 
Britain  and  France  to  work  in  munition 
factories,  on  farms,  road  repairing,  and 
transportation  work  of  various  kinds. 
These  laborers  came  from  the  provin- 
ces of  Chihli,  Honan  and  Shantung; 
but  chiefly  from  Shantung.  This  prov- 
ince, situated  on  the  north-east  coast  of 
China,  has  an  area  of  over  half  a  mill- 
ion square  miles,  and  a  population  of 
nearly  forty  millions.         It    is    thus    one 


of  the  mostly  thickly  populated  and 
richest  provinces  of  China.  Confucius 
or  Kong-foo-Tse,  the  Chinese  sage,  was 
born  in  Shantung  in  55  1  B.  C.  when  the 
province  was  known  as  the  kingdom  of 
Loo. 

The  Chinese  who  were  in  this  coun- 
try during  the  war  also  did  their  share. 
Mr.  J.  H.  Si  a  student  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, whose  home  is  in  Chefoo,  Shun 
tung,  was  the  first  Chinese  student  sent 
out  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  work  among 
the  Chinese  laborers  in  France.  He 
was  only  one  of  the  many.  They  tau- 
ght the  laborers  arithmetic,  geography, 
and  other  elementry  subjects  after  they 
had  finished  their  hard  days  work. 
Mr.  Si  tells  the  story  of  how  one  of 
these  laborers,  having  heard  of  the  Jap- 
anese occupation  of  Shantung,  came  up 
to  him  one  day  and  said,  "Please  keep 
my  pay,  and  buy  a  cannon  for  me. 
When  I  go  home,  I  am  going  to  fight 
the  Japanese."  This  man  earned  ab- 
out fifteen  dollars  a  month,  and  was 
willing  to  part  with  his  months  pay 
and  to  fight  and  die  for  his  country. 
These  Chinese  laborers  were  the  ones 
to  whom,  among  all  the  nationalities 
in  France  during  the  war,  the  French 
Government  gave  the  highest  praise  as 
hard  and  fit  workers. 

Now  the  war  is  over,  and  what  is  the 
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position     of     China?  The     men    who 

worked  hard,  often  sacrificing  their 
lives,  come  home  to  find  their  territory 
inthe  hands  of  Japan.  This  solution 
was  insisted  upon  by  Japan  at  the 
Pease  Conference,  and  she  was  sup- 
ported by  Great  Britain  and  France 
who  had  signed  a  secret  treaty  with 
her.  Chinese  students  in  China  and 
this  country  deluged  the  Chinese  dale- 
gates  at  Paris  with  cablegrams  request- 
inb  them  not  to  sign  such  a  treaty. 
When  the  Shantung  settlement  was 
known  in  China  demonstrations  and 
strikes  took  place.  At  present,  in  all 
the  large  Chinese  cities  it  is  absolutely 
forbidden  to  buy  Japanese  goods. 
But  what  is  to  come  in  the  future? 

If  all  the  Chinese  work  together, 
side  by  side,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  China  to  fight  Japan.  Japan  can 
be  starved.  Japan  has  not  land 
enoughto  feed  her  very  thick  popula- 
tion,so  that  her  trade  with  China  is 
vital.  Nor  can  trade  with  other  coun- 
tries be  substituted  for  her  Chinese 
trade,  for  the  manufactured  exports  of 
Japan  consists  largely  of  cheaply  made 
articles  which  have  no  market  in  Euro- 
pean countries.  This  trade  weapon  is 
the  one  which  China  must  use  to  reme- 
dy her  present  helpless  situation  where 


the  Chinese  people  in  Shantung  are 
forced  to  get  permission  from  Japan 
even   to   ride   on  their   own   railroads. 

Recently,  a  Chinese  delegate  to  the 
Peace  Conference  arrived  at  New  York 
on      his      way      to      China.  Speaking 

through  the  press  he  said,  "China  en- 
tered the  war  upon  the  advice  of  the 
United  States.  It  is     particularly    the 

duty  of  the  United  States  to  help  China 
now.  It  is  just  as  if  a  man  were  as- 
sisting a  child  to  cross  5th  Avenue;  he 
would  not  leave  the  little  child  alone  in 
the     middle    of      the      crossing."  The 

Chinese  people  will  never  forget  the 
happy  relationship  and  friendship  that 
has  always  existed  between  these  two 
great  nations  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
earth. 

At  present,  China  is  like  some  shrub 
from  which  the  beautiful  blossoms  have 
been  torn  by  ruthless  hands.  But  the 
root  of  the  shrub,  which  is  the  spirit  of 
Chinese  patriotism  is  not  dead  yet. 
The  unjust  settlement  of  the  present 
will  be  changed,  for  the  Chinese  people 
will  fight  and  fight  to  the  last  man  be- 
fore they  will  allow  Japan  to  crash 
through  Shantung  the  way  the  Germans 
crashed  through   Belgium.

Not  a  minute  was  lost  in  getting  under 
way.  The  majority  of  the  books  were 
distributed  the  first  day  of  school,  and 
lessons  were  begun  immediately.  The 
first  day  also  saw  a  large  squad  of  foot- 
ball candidates  out  for  business. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  Dum- 
mer have  we  had  such  a  large  enroll- 
ment. The  overflow  of  boarding 
pupils  has  been  taken  care  of  by  using 
both  the  Mansion  House  and  the  Mason 
Cottage.  We      have      in      all       sixty 
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five  boarding  and  eight  day  pupils. 
The  decrease  in  day  pupils  is  due  to  the 
lack  of  adequate  transportation,  result- 
ing from  the  discontinuance  of  the 
trolley  car  service,  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  the  school  house  itself  is  unable  to 
accomodate  any  more  students.  Those 
who  do  come  as  day  pupils  have  made 
use,  so  far,  of  the  trusty  Ford.  But 
will  Henry  be  able  to  keep  going  all 
winter?        We  hope  so. 

We  have  as  new  teachers  this  yeai 
Mr.  Wickson  and  Mr.  De  Rosay.  Both 
new  members  of  the  faculty  are  Har- 
vard graduates.  Mr.  Wickson  receiv- 
ed his  early  education  at  Exeter  and 
Mr.  De  Rosay  here  at  Dummer. 

And  now,  fellows,  let's  get  together 
and  make  this  year  a  red  letter  one  in 
the  calendar  of  Dummer  Acadmey. 
Work  hard  in  your  studies,  back  up 
your  teams  to  the  limit,  and  help  out 
all  your  school  enterprises.  It  is  the 
student  body  that  makes  Dummer  all 
that  she  is  from  year  to  year,  and  as 
you  are  of  that  body,  do  all  that  you 
can  to  make  this  year  one  to  be  remem- 
bered. 

DUMMER  OF  THE  FUTURE 

The  trustees  of  Dummer  Acadmey 
have  in  mind  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
a  new  school  house  and  a  new  gymnas- 
sium. 

It  is  planned  to  have  the  new  school 
house  a  large  fire  proof  building,  near 
Cleveland  Hall,  sufficiently  large  to 
hold  the  class  rooms,  offices,  and  an  as- 
sembly hall.  If  the  project  is  carried 
out,  the  present  school  house  will  be 
changed  so  that  it  will  contain  a  din- 
ning hall  on  the  first  floor  and  a  dorm- 
itory on  the  second  floor.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  of  the  new  building 
will  amount  to  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

There  are  further  plans  to  have  a 
new  gymnasium  near  where  the  oldest 
school  house  or  chapel  now  is.  If  it 


is  possible  to  have  a  new  gymnasium, 
the  present  one  will  be  used  for  other 
purposes. 

The  building  program  is  only  a  part 
of  a  larger  scheme  to  provide  a  new 
athletic  field  and  central  heating  plant. 
The  proposed  plans  will  double  the  pre- 
sent number  of  students,  but  will  re- 
quire a  sum  of  money  estimated  at  half 
a  million  dollars. 

A  detailed  announcement  regarding 
the  plan  for  the  improvement  of  Dum- 
mer will  be  published  in  the  next  issue 
of  the  Archon.

Let  us 
remember  them  not  alone  by  the  erect- 
ion of  monuments  of  cold  marble  but 
also  by  our  deeds.  Let  us  be  worthy 
of  our    dead.  Let      us      assume      our 

duties  as  Americans  and  as  citizens  in 
the  large  sense  and  to  the  extent  that 
any  new  order  of  things  necessitates. 
Let  us  not  forget. 
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Our  present  knowledge  of  you  is 
very  incomplete.  This,  and  the  fact 
that  our  first  issue  is  appearing  so  ear- 
ly in  the  school  year,  have  persuaded 
us  to  postpone  the  insertion  of  a  real 
alumni  department  until  our  next  issue. 
In  the  meantime  we  shall  be  busy  tab- 
ulating availagle  information  and  re-

games.  Our  team  competes  with  those 
drawing  their  material  often  from  four 
or  five  times  our  number  and  we  must 
consider  this  fact  in  estimating  the  true 
worth  of  our  elevens.

October  4  opened  the  season  for  the 
first  team,  when  Amesbury  paid  us  a 
visit  and  left  us  sadder  but  wiser  foot- 
ballers.

In  the  first  period  Dummer  received, 
Marsh  carrying  the  ball  back  to  our 
thirty-five  yard  line.

HAVERHILL   PRACTICE   GAME
